Negro Cult Leader Held 


After Making Sacrifice 


DETROIT, Nov. 
21 In 
the 


heart of modern Detroit a man was 
stabbed to death on a crude altar, 
as a blood sacrifice 
to strange 


gods. 


This was revealed to startled de- 


tectives today, by the confession 
of Robert Harris, negro religious 
cult leader, that he "slew an un- 
believer1' with a silver knife be- 
cause his gods demanded a sacri- 
fice. 


The body of the "unbeliever"— 


James J. Smith, also a negro, was 
found Sunday on the rude wooden 
altar in the rear room of Harris' 
home. The victim's skull had been 
fractured and from his chest pro- 
jected the half of the silver knife. 


Detectives arrested Harris and 


his wife. Bertha, at the home of a 
neighbor. Harris readily confessed 
the crime. 


He is the high priest, he said, of 


the Order of 'Islam, 
a 
human- 


sacrifice cult with about 100 fol- 
lowers in Detroit. At a meeting 
Saturday night, he said, it was de- 
termined that the gods demanded 
human blood. 


RECEIVED 
ORDERS 


"I had a visitation, "he explain- 


ed, "that said: 'at nine o'clock an 
infidel shall die with a knife in 
his heart'." 


"The appointed time and I had 


only to find someone who was not 
a member of the Order of Islam. 
This Smith was a roomer in our 
house. I went out onto the street 
intending to stop the first man 1 
met. Smith bad been out all eve- 
ning and was just coming home. 
He was the first man I saw. 


"So while my wife was talking 


to him, I hit him with an iron bar. 
Then J laid him across the altar 
and sacrificed him to the gods. 
The laws require that the victim be 
pierced through the heart with 
silver knife 


"I followed those instructions. 
"It was predestined 1,500 years 


ago that at that hour I must make 
a human sacrifice to my gods. 
This man was sacrificed at the will 
of heaven." 


ROUNDUP MEMBERS 


Police immediately started a 


roundup of all members of the 
Order of Islam, in the hope that 
light be shed on other murders. 


Most puzzling of these unsolved 


crimes was the slaying in 1929 of 
Benjamin Evangelista., a mystic 
cult leader, his wife and four chil- 
dren. All six were hacked to death 
with an axe or sword by someone 
apparently motivated by religious 
frenzy. 


The murderer left only one clue 


— a single fingerorint in blood on 
the door-knob of the Evangelista 
home. 
The fingerprint remains 


in the police files, unidentified.
